N e w York.—Following the im porta­ 
tion of walnuts to China by the early 
missionaries 
the 
Chinese 
developed 
this industry so carefully that it has 
now reached tremendous proportions, 
according 
to 
George 
E. 
Young 
of 
Shanghai, China, who has been in the 
Orient ten years. 
Mr. Young said 
that the Chinese are growing more and 
more interested in their lands and con­ 
siderable development will be seen dur­ 
ing the next few years. 
“The cultivation and sale of the 
walnut, which was first brought to 
China by the American missionaries, 
now 
supports hundreds of Chinese 
villages,” 
said 
Mr. 
Young. 
“The 
methods of preparing the nuts for m ar­ 
ket are most primitive, but as labor 
is cheap they are able to send them 
to this country and compete favor­ 
ably with the domestic market. 
For 
the American m arket they use only 
the nighest grade nuts. 
They select 
the bright colored and shiny nuts and 
they are bleached, sorted and packed 
according to grade. 
Those of specked 
and inferior shells are cracked and 
the meat is packed for confectionery 
purposes.

W ashington.—Ail 
immigration 
of 
1,000,000 or more in 1921 is the esti­ 
m ate of federal officials, based on fig­ 
ures for the fiscal year ended June 
BO last, which have just been issued. 
Although three months behind tile tide 
of aliens, which lias been 
at a prodigious rate since late in the 
spring, the statistics disclose many sig­ 
nificant tendencies. 
There has been a 
notable shifting of the sources whence 
come tile new arrivals. 
So far as net increase in population 
and the replenishment of the labor 
m arket are concerned, the year ending 
in June witnessed a greater movement 
from America to Europe than from 
Europe to America, just as careful 
observers had estimated. 
The total 
immigration 
from all foreign lands 
was 430,001. and tile emigration was 
288,315. 
The hulk of this increase 
in population, 
however, 
came from 
Mexico and Canada, labor which cross­ 
ed the border. 
America Lost 10.COO. 
Aliens coming from Europe num­ 


bered 210,295: those going back to 
Europe 256.433, or a loss of 10.000. 
Before the w ar about 85 per cent of 
our immigration c a m e ’from Europe, 
hut it) 1920 it was only 57 per cent. 
Since June, however, the rush had car­ 
ried it back, and officials estim ate it 
is again now riding at the 85 per cent 
mark. 
At present the M editerranean zone 
is sending perhaps 75 to SO per cent 
of the arrivals at Ellis island—Italy 
alone sending about one-half of all 
newcomers. 
Russia and the old Aus­ 
tria-Hungary, which before tile war 
were sending annually more than a 
quarter of a million immigrants each, 
are isolated from the migratory move­ 
ment and the sources have swung 
back where they were years ago. 
In 1920 Italy, including Sicily and 
Sardinia, sent over 95,145, tile largest 
89,000 went back. 
Eng- 
next, sending 27,871, or 
about 50 per cent of its prew ar aver­ 
age. 
Record British Arrivals. 
One table by races places the Eng­ 
lish immigration in 1920 at 58.366, 
which is the largest recorded in tile 
last 22 years, or since figures for races 
were kept, but of this 30,000 came 
from Canada. 
Another surprising feature is that 
Spain ranked 
third, sendin 
which was three times as many as it 
was sending before the war. 
Portugal 
came next with 15,472, 
which was 
more than it sent in 1913 and 50 per 
cent more than in 1912. 
France in 
1920, too, sent 8.945, which was about

were far from throwing up the sponge, 
keeping in mind the experience of 1916. 
They claimed Kentucky and Idaho had 
gone Democratic, according to their re­ 
ports, and that later figures would 
change the apparent results in other 
sections. 
Despite the lesson of 1916, when 
nearly every newspaper in New York 
was forced to reverse itself, the Man­ 
hattan 
newspapers early announced 
the result. The World, Post and Brook­ 
lyn Eagle, all Democratic, conceded 
the defeat of their candidate early in 
the evening, convinced that Harding 
had by that time gained a lead which 
could not he eliminated by later fig­ 
ures. 


Debs Strong in Cities. 
One of the interesting features of 
the balloting was the strength dis­ 
played, particularly in city districts, 
by Eugene V. Debs, the Socialist candi- 
dete for president, at present residing 
in the At laid A penitentiary. 
There 
was little doubt that the Socialists 
were justified 
in claiming a larger 
vote than they have ever before cap­ 
tured. 
W hite Admits Defeat. 
New York, Nov. 3.—George White, 
chairman of the Democratic national 
committee, conceded Senator Warren 
G. Harding’s election at ll :20 o’clock. 
White also conceded that the Repub­ 
licans will have control of the next 
house of representatives. 
In a state­ 
ment White said: 
“ The abandonment by some of the 
most prominent Republicans of the 
League of Nations which they helped 
to construct has been successful. 
“ The people have succumbed to the 
confusion 
wrought by those distin­ 
guished men and to the misrepresenta­ 
tions of those who would not and did 
not understand the League of Nations. 
“ I hope it may he rescued from the 
political morass and be saved to man­ 
kind. 
“ No one has any occasion for bitter­ 
ness or recrimination. 
“ What the whole people decide the 
whole people must accept. The Demo­ 
cratic national committee abides by 
the result cheerfully if with forebod­ 
ing.

Connecticut was one of the states in 
which it was expected by the Demo­ 
crats that they would win a senator. 
In Vermont Senator W . P. Dilling­ 
ham, Republican, was re-elected over 
Howard E. Shaw by a big majority. 
In Idaho the present Democratic sen­ 
ator, John F. Nugent, was defeated by 
ex-Gov. F. It. Gooding. 
Nugent was 
elected two years ago by a majority of 
less than 1,000 and his defeat was pre­ 
dicted if the state went Republican, 
which it did overwhelmingly. 
New York’s overwhelming majority 
for Harding carried Senator James W. 
Wadsworth, Republican, to a tremen­

The next Republican house of rep­ 
resentatives will have a Republican 
majority of 75, or an increase of 30 
votes over the present Republican ma­ 
jority, it is estimated.

Seated in his private office at the 
Dayton News with Mrs. Cox. his son- 
in-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. Dan­ 
iel J. Mahoney, his sister. Mrs. J. C. B a­ 
ker, of Middletown, and a dozen inti­ 
mate friends, he was still reading the 
returns with interest as the presses be­ 
gan to run off the extras.
